There are a number of bills now before 
congress, or in preparation, designed to put a 
curb on the power of organized labor to block 
the national defense and war aid programs 
by means of strikes in defense industries. 

The various bills vary widely in provision 
and in scope. What the final measure will be 
it will be impossible to guess, until conference 
committees of the two houses get together for 
the elimination of differences and to effect 
acceptable compromise on all disputed features. 

Yet, at so early a stage in the progress of 
legislature, the CIO has seen fit to issue a 
protest, in which it states that “anti-union bills 
now before congress,” will, if passed, “destroy 
unions, turn free labor into slave labor and 
create a Nazi labor front in America.” 

Which, at any time, would be wild and 


reckless allegation but, at this time, is nothing | 


less than an absurd scream, issued even before 
there is ground for the mildest of protest. 

As a matter of fact, union labor need fear 
no unnecessary restrictions from the present 
congress. A congress which approved and 
upheld the Wagner labor act, with all its 
injustices and bias in favor of organized labor, 
sshould cause no apprehension in the breasts of 
any labor leaders when, forced by public 
opinion, it moves at last to place some light 
restrictions upon labor’s power. 

As Congressman Ramspeck, of Georgia, 
acting chairman of the house labor committee, 
has said, what congress will enact will be legis- 
lation “creating as little friction as possible,” 
while keeping the wheels of defense industry 
turning. 

At the same time Congressman Ramspeck 
truthfully pointed out that organized labor 
does not display even “good sense” when it 
permits defense strikes. For it is, thereby, 
destroying that favorable public sentiment that 
has been the basic factor in the granting of 
the tremendous benefits labor now enjoys. 

By labor’s own acts, public sentiment has, 
at last, become overwhelming in its demand 
that defense strikes be stopped. It is only in 
response to this wave of public indignation 
that congress is, somewhat reluctantly, pre- 
paring a gentle curb upon labor for the period 
of the emergency. A curb, let it be sald, that 
labor should have adopted of its own volition 
and which it has been given ample opportunity 
to adopt. 
~ No, organized labor has nothing to fear from 
any restrictive legislation that congress may 
enact for the period of the national emergency. 
Let alone need anyone fear that any bill passed 
by this congress will materially injure, let alone 
destroy, the unions. . f 

Nor will any such bill create any slave labor 
in America, other than the slaves to the unions 
who already, by tens of thousands, are forced 
into union line if they would hold their jobs 
and are compelled, by similar compulsions, to 
contribute regular dues, in whatever amount 
their union bosses decide, to the union 
treasuries. 


Cost of Dunkirk 


Some measure of the terrific cost é@f the 
evacuation of Dunkirk, other than the materiel 
lost, is contained in an admiralty announce- 
ment that 10 destroyers were 
docked “for long-term repairs” after partici- 
pating in the rescue work. 

The desperate position of the British on 
land. after the evacuation is well known. The 
equally desperate.position of the British on the 
sea is revealed in the announcement, and the 
reason for the sending of 50 United States 
destroyers soon after is better understood now 
the facts of the British destroyer debacle are 
known. 3 

For these 83 destroyers represented almost 
one-half of the total destroyer strength of the 
British Navy sunk or out of service. 

They meant the difference between huge 
losses in the Battle of the Atlantic and the 
present low rate of sinking. 

Without these destroyers much . of the 
British fleet was immobilized, because large

ships cannot operate without destroyer protec- 
tion, except at the greatest risk. 

The fact the admiralty has announced the 
figures indicates the repairs to the destroyer 
fleet have been completed, and explains why 
the British Navy has again become the mobile, 
world-ranging force that makes it possible for 


it to meet threats at widely-separated points.

: Good News 

Report that the threatened strike of railroad 
workers has been averted is good news, regard- 
less of the basis of settlement. For it means 
there will be no serious dislocation in the 
American transportation system at a time when 
every resource and power in the country must 
be used at fullest capacity if world freedom is 
to survive. 

The rail brotherhoods, operative and non- 
operative, threatened to strike for higher wages, 
basing their claims upon a demanded 30 per 
cent increase. The mediation board awarded 
an increase that ranged, in different classifi- 
cations, from 7 1-2 to 12 1-2 per cent. This 
the brotherhoods declared unsatisfactory and 
then set the strike date for December 7. 

The new agreement, accepted by both sides 
to the dispute, undoubtedly grants the workers 


a larger increase than that rejected earlier. 


To this there will be small objection, for few 
Americans object to any man, or group of men, 
getting all the financial return for his work or 
ability he can. 

The thing which shocked and outraged a 
large proportion of the public was the threat 
to strike, the ruthless disregard of national 
safety for the mercenary motive of: swelling 
the pay envelopes. 

Now the strike danger is over the rail work- 
ers will, undoubtedly, continue that magnificent 
work which has already permitted American 
railroads to meet the heaviest. demands af 
history upon their capacity, without a hitch 
and with a minimum of delay.

For 
the punishment meted to them should serve 
as constant warning to others who may be 
tempted to take the law into thelr own hands, 
The aroused sentiment of decent Georgia has 
put all present and _ potential hoodlums 
on stern notice that this state will stand 
for no further rapes of her courts of Justice, no 
further outrages by private mobs, regardless of 
the excuses alleged.

THINKS JAPS BLUFFING WASHINGTON; Dec. 2.—Latest 


developments in the Japanese 
negotiations seem to bear out the appraisal President Roosevelt and 
his chief advisers on foreign affairs have made of the Far Eastern 
situation since the beginning. He has always thought the Japs were 
bluffing. 

This has been the opinion not only of Mr. Roosevelt, but of 
Prime Minister Churchill. It has been shared also by the present 
and past chairmen of the Senate Foreign Relations Committee, Sen- 
ator Tom Connally, of Texas, and Senator Walter F. George, of 
Georgia, respectively. 

The President’s hasty departure from Warm Springs indicates 
that his confidence in the situation was temporarily shaken by the 
new warlike utterances made at Tokyo by Premier Tojo, who was 
quoted as saying Japan was determined to purge British and Ameri- 
can influence from East Asia “with a vengeance.” But subsequent 


events promise to postpone the crisis. 
If the Japs were bluffing again, as

_tinue the Washington “peace” negotiations would make it appear, 
they certainly picked an inopportune time to shove their blue chips 
on the table. The Russians are now engaged in their first real 
offensive of the war and the British imperial forces seem to be 
catching their stride against the Nazis in North Africa. 
There is nothing in the current war news very encouraging to 
Hitler’s plans. Usually the Japs have sought to time their various 
moves to syncronize with Nazi successes. The present “‘diplomatic 
offensive” against the United States and Great Britain started with 


the latest German drive on Moscow. 

OLD STORY It has been that way all along. As the Germans 
made gains, the Japanese began shouting de- 

mands for complete freedom of action in the Pacific. When the 

Nazis slowed down, the Tokyo demands subsided. 

The British have long been aware of this underlying theme of 
Japanese foreign policy. More than a year ago they were urging 
us to take a more assertive stand against threats of Tokyo aggres- 
sion in the Pacific. Every time we made some gesture of dis- 
approval of their actions there was a halt in their plans, always felt 
in London. As one highly-placed British official once put it, each 
time the State Department delivers some blast against Tokyo, Japa- 
nese soldiers in Shanghai resume the practice of saluting British 
officers in the International Settlement there.

THE HARLEM BLUES Vereen Bell, in an interesting article 


of recent publication, truthfully said 
it could be argued with suecess that the War Between the States 
did not free the Negro. It enslaved him the more. His statement 
can be buttressed with facts. 

The south had just been defeated. Its currency was worthless. 
Its property was destroyed. Its few railroads were uprooted. Its 
river traffie was to be immediately restricted by the new railroads 
built from east to west, avoiding the south. Its’ way of life was 
abolished. (Its entire economy was destroyed. 

The south not only was defeated, but it was immediately sub- 
Sected toa inilitary rule as bad as that imposed by Germany on any 
of her conquered territories-——-a fact which our generation of today 
is likely to forget. | 

It was poor and the fanatics in the government meant to keep it 
poor. They did such a good job the machinery they set up to keep 
the south im the economic status of a tributary section still exists. 

The Negro was left in the section which had the least money of 
any section and which was least prepared or able to take care of 
him. That as few frictions have developed is a tribute to the people 
of both races. 

I have tried to say before that the essential problems of the 
south are the problems of the nation. And that the demagogues of 
the children of the nation are not merely our own. They grow out 
of our problems and the economic lacks they produce, 

The school people point out they need federal help in education. 
They do. The south has less wealth, or money to spend on educa- 
tion, than any other section. It has more children. To educate its 
children, white and Negro, it must have federal aid in proportion to 
the number’ of children to be educated. 

All this leads to something in New York ... The Harlem Blues. 


TROUBLE IN HARLEM New York’s several million Negroes, 


packed into some 50 blocks of old 
tenements, is no worse than some of the slums in the south. 

It is just larger. 

It is boiling, that section. Roaming bands of criminal children, 
12 to 18 years of age, are killing white and colored people, robbing 
them, knifing them. They roam in bands at night. The problems 
of the southern slums are accentuated there, emphasized, and made 
more cruel because of their immensity and the scale of the diseases, 
hungers, privation and want. : 

The southern sections, used to the sociologists coming south and 
wagging their heads over the southern problem of slum and depriva- 
tion and digease among its white and colored occupants of those 
urban and rural slums, could smile at this plight of New York and 
Harlem. 

It could be smug and send some of its own sociologists to New 
York to study problems. It might be a good idea to send them— 
but not smugly. 

It is no time for smugness. But it is time for New York, and the 
rest of the financial and economic and thinking United States, to 
realize that this problem is a national problem. It is being dramati- 
cally demonstrated in New York where Harlem’s horrible conditions 
are being revealed, 

All New York's sociologists say that the problem is essentially 
one of econdmics, 

That’s what the south has been insisting all these years 

The south has been asking for a little understanding—and some 
help. The fact the south’s efforts have been misinterpreted, dis- 
torted and abused by some of her own demagogues hasn't helped 
any. But, if this New York problem causes the nation’s leaders to 
think and the congressional leaders to look and also to think, we 
will have gat somewhere. 


A TIME FOR SANITY

Unless Statesmen Move Fast

“We are spending at the rate of a billion dollars a week.” That 
statement or something like it has been the official answer to all 
complaint about slow production. 

Of course it never was an answer, for spending is mere waste if 
it doesn’t produce results, but now the statement is behaving like 
a boomerang, It is coming back to strike those who make it. 

Spending is beginning to worry people. It is now admitted that 
our debt will mount to 100 billions in the near future and may reach 
150 billions by 1943. And people who think are beginning to ask 
questions. 

How can we carry such a debt, and pay the interest on it? 

How can |we spend so much “new money” so quickly without 
causing ruingus inflation” 

Are we ta bear the whole’ financtal burden of the war and get 
nothing in return? 

Officials gan find the answers.to all of these questions if they 
will be hard-boiled and intalligent and think of everybody's welfare 
instead of playing politics. But what they do must be done quickly 
—not after the war is won or lost. 

Bearing al debt is largely a matter of paying if the 
interest is endurable, the size of the debt doesn't matter And if 
the rate is low, we can pay the interest out of taxes and carry the 
debt until we can nibble it away——provided we stop unnecessary 
and wasteful spending 

The problem of inflation is more serious, We know it 
everybody-——the poor first of all—if it gets out of hand And tne 
only possible way to prevent it is to fix prices where they are—not 
a few prices, that won't affect large groups of voters, but all prices, 
wages, rents and charges of every nature. Our fate depends upon 
the patriotiany and courage of politicians, for we are doomed if they 
play politics. 

The third question is the hard one. We paid for the other war, 
without realizing what wus in store for tus, We even paid Germanys 
“reparations,” for the Germans never paid a dollar except as they 
borrowed it fron’ us, and they paid back nothing they borrowed. 
We even paid for “recovery,” for our generous financiers handed 
out millions to every country willing to borrow—the idea being to 
finance them so they could buy our goods. 3 

We learned that a creditor nation cannot collect unless it will 
accept goods, and accepting gouds would deprive our people of work. 

The only alternative to financing the war without return is to 
demand an interest in the mines and other sources of vital raw 
materials we do not produce. We can get it now, but not after the 
axe is ground.

Relax 
By Breathing 
Correctly 


By Dr. William Brady. 


How do singers control the ex- 
halation? asks a correspondent. I 
have your pamphlet on Belly 
Breathing, but have trouble con- 
trolling my breath in singing (I 
am a student of voice). I wonder 
if you can tell me exactly what 
happens, If, as you. say, you 
merely let the diaphragm go back 
naturally, there isn’t much con- 
trol and breath rushes right out of 
the lungs when you sing. How 
much depends on how tightly the 
vocal cords are stretched? Per- 
haps the control is in these small 
muscles around the vocal cords? 

I don’t expect you to be a vocal 
expert, doctor, but you must un- 
derstand the physiology of breath- 
ing and you probably know what 
singing is done by breathing un- 
naturally. 

If I take a good even deep 
breath in the way you describe 
and then sing I don’t know where 
to concentrate so the breath will 
not rush out too quickly for good 
phrasing. 

Recently I bought a book by a 
man named who teaches just 
the opposite to your belly breathing 
—he puts all emphasis on ex- 
haling and pays no attention at all 
to inhaling. Funny world. (A. K.) 

Although I (Ol’ Doc Brady) am 
nota voice expert and never even 
sing in the bathtub—I imagine 
control of exhalation is of vital 
importance to a singer. 

Whether that is so or not, there 
can be no question that a funda- 
mental knowledge of the physi- 


in ‘the training of a singer, and 
such knowledge should be based 
on anatomy. , 

It stands to reason that one who 
has learned to breathe naturally 
(as the untutored savage or the 
animal breathes), or one who has 


‘unlearned bad breathing habits by 


faithful practice of Belly Breath- 
ing exercise, is more apt a pupil 
than is a novice with the custom- 
ary faulty breathing habit who 
wishes to learn to sing. 

Inhalation, inspiration, taking in 
air, is a muscular act, chiefly con- 
traction of the diaphragm. Expira- 
tion, exhalation, letting out air is 
relaxation of that act or muscle 
contraction, plus elastic rebound 
like that of an inflated rubber 
bag. 

The regular practice of Belly 
Breathing night and morning or 
oftener is good for everyone, and 
especially for students of voice.
